TAXES 1S. PREDICTED 


ADDITIONAL SOURCE OF FUNDS 
MUST BE FOUND.BY 
GOVERNMENT 


OTTAWA—When Premier Bennett 
returns to Parliament HilllM—an event 
which is now expected for about No-- 
vember 7—he will find no Jack of oc- 
cupaltion. ; 

Outstanding amongst the prob- 
lemis which he will have to face will 
be the wheat situation, the pending 
tariff revision, the appointment of 
the new C.N.R. boand, the successor 
to Senator J. G. Turiff of Saskat- 
chewan, and the declining nationai 
revenue. Amongst these situations 
not the least pressing will be the 
last-named. 

It is believed, im short, that the 
Dominion of Canada js on the venge 
of a period of increased taxation. In 
the famous Dunning budget the then 
Liberal administration sacrificed re- 
venue in its extension of the Brtish 
preference, hoping to make up the 
loss ijn higher rates imposed egainst 
United ‘States products. That hope 


‘| has not been realized, In addition 


some $20,000,000 of revenue was 
sacrificed with the reduction of the 
Sargs tax and another $10,000,000 was 
relinquished by the ban on liquor ex- 
ports to the United States. 

So far in the seven months of this 
year there has been a drop of $47,- 
99,000 in customs and excise revenue 
Against this there has been an _ in- 
crease in income tiax revenue of $2,- 
370,000. :

But kinowledge regarding the se- 
curing and thie maintenance of health 
will not, in itself, be of any real value 
to us. It is the way we apply this 
knowledge, by making it part of our 
daily lives, that counts. Results come 
from the application of knowledge 
rather than from the knowledge it- 
There are certain comparatively 
few and simple rules of living which 
are the determining factors in our 
health, Tihese - rules are known to 
most people, anda yet the number who 
practice them consistently is not 
great. ; 

There ig only one practical way to 
hold to these rules, and that is to 
make habits of them. It is just at 
easy to acquire good hebits as bad 
ones, and the practice of the good 
habits makes life much more com- 
fortable, pldasant and happy for our- 
selves and for others. 

We usualy establish our habits 
of life in childhood.. During this per- 
iod of our lives, we inevitably es- 
tablish some kiind of habits, good or 
bad. Habits. express our response to 
certain conditions. By frequen re- 
petition of such response, we come to 


before sitting down to the table, In 
the same way, he accustoms himself 
to brush his teeth at certain hours; 
he learns to go to the toilet at a set. 
time; he goes to bod and has his 
meals by ‘the chock. In other words, 
he. establishes habits. 

The parent cannot make a greater 
coritribution to the child’s health and 
happiness than by establishing pro- 
per physical and montta, habits. 

The reason why we refer to this 
subject is because it so often hap- 
pens that parenits whio are reasonabily 
well-informed as to what habits of 
life are desirable, arc often cardless 
or indifferent in sceing that their 
child establishes propor habits. 

The establishment of proper ha- 
bits takes time and patience and 
perseverance, The parents must know 
what they are trying to do; must be 
informed as to how to do it, and be 
prepared to gain an undensbanding 
of the child and of the manmer in 
which children are to be trained. Suc 
cess with the greatest task of parenits 
—thild training—does not come thro 
ugh instinct, but is acquired through 
study and preparation. Parents need 
education in child training if they 
are to give their children a proper 
start in life.
